Answer: The symptoms which you describe are commonly found 
when ill health begins. I suggest that you watch the following paints: 
Ket sensibly and simply, secure enough exercise out of doors to 
induce a heulthy fatigue, and make sure that the intestinal elimination 
is good. Probatly you do not take enough exercise now that you are 
doing office work. Also, there is a possibility that eyestrain might be % 
present, if your work is of the close variety, and if such is the case, 
this would account for some of your symptoms. The signs ‘of ill 
health which you desvribe are those which precede the development 
of a physical disorder and by suitable attention now, you will prob- 
ably prevent more serious symptoms later on. Try to observe better 
habits of living, putting ihnem into practise persistently and then if 
you do not improve within a reasonable time, have an examination: 
‘The occasional irritability may mean much or little—if you are under 
par, physically, this would be sufficient to make you irritable.
